Esteban from New 
York 
City to 
•Chicago, a distance of 1200 miles in 
nineteen day s. This is a record nev er 
before equaled and Mr. Weatherly 
« ay s he has been unable to find any ­ 
body in this or any other country who 
has ev er heard of a horse trav eling 
this distance on one journey in any ­ 
thing like as short a time. He start­ 
ed from New York City May 22 and 
reached Chicago J uly 21, after trav ­ 
eling only nineteen day s. 
During the 
rest of the time he was making money 
enough to proceed with the journey . 
Mr. Weatherly is here to take Car- 
line, 2 :17, a sorrel gelding, owned by 
F. Fly nn, manager of the Elkhart Gas 
company , back to Elkhart. The horse 
has been in the training quarters of 
Harrie J ones here. 
He 
ex peets to 
-"ieav e the city late this afternoon on 
his driv e back to Elkhart. 
The man who has 
accomplished 
this remarkable feat of trav eling 1200 
miles in 19 day s, an av erage of 63 
miles a day , tells an interesting story 
in an interesting way . 
He left New 
York City with $10 and when he got 
to Reading, Pa., he was without funds 
due to the fact that the man who 
was to send him checks failed to keep 
his 
promise. 
At 
Reading, 
Mr. 
Weatherly raced the horse, and made 
enough to get to J ohnstown, and did 
the same thing at J ohnstown and at 
Pittsburg. He went from Pittsburg to 
Chicago, a distance of 525 miles, in 
•eight 
day s. 
He 
trav eled 
from 
J ohnstown to Pittsburg, 78 miles, in 
one day , the record during his trip. 
In all the long journey the horse lost 
only three and one-half pounds. 
He 
performed this feat to demonstrate 
the v alue of good blood in a horse. 
He will start on his return trip to 
New York in about a week, his horse 
now being in Chicago resting. 
The 
horse is by Loco Hatchie and its dam 
is Flash. 
Mr. Weatherly is more 
Than satisfied with the showing it 
made, 
Mr. Weatherly who has trav eled in 
-/ev ery State in the Union thinks the 
Hoosier State is the garden spot of 
¿ he world. 
While in the Republican 
office today he said: 
“ For hospitality and the glad hand 
the Hoosier and the Buckey e States 
hav e the others beaten a good length 
on the stretch. 
I trav eled through 
New J ersey , Pennsy lv ania, West Vir­ 
ginia, Ohio and Indiana and on cross­ 
ing the Ohio riv er I wired my friends 
in the East that I thanked God I was 
out of the wilderness and back again 
into the good old U. S. A. 
“ Not only in hospitality , but in the 
way of good roads, these two States 
Slav e any thing I ev er saw beaten un­ 
der the wire and most of the others 
would get the flag after the first heat. 
W hy that horse of mine acted as 
though he thought he was on a track 
when he 
hit the 
roads in 
Ohio. 
When I start 
back 
I may

through Rushv ille for the people here

Those who ex pected to see a tall, un­ 
couth, gangling, unsightly , 
clumsy , 
homespun, gaunt, rawboned, ill-made, 
distorted, unshapen, upper-lipless in­ 
div idual were sacHp disappointed, for 
instead they saw in Kin Hubbard, a 
dapper, clean-cut, ty pical man-about- 
town, attired in a college 
cut blue, 
serge and wearing a flaring red neck­ 
tie, with his watehchain hanging out 
of his northeast coat pocket like a 
race track tout. But they saw him*— 
the creator of that quaint 
Indiana 
character whose humor 
and phil­ 
osophy is now nation wide. 
In all 
charity it must be frankly said that 
Hubbard is better in his quiet studio 
and “ off stage” than on the ly ceum 
platform. 
His appearance here y es­ 
terday was notable inasmuch as it 
was his debut and likewise his fare­ 
well. “ Nev er again—nev er again,” 
said Hub last night, “ not for y durs 
truly . 
I wouldn’t 
get up 
before a 
crowd of people like that again for 
fiv e thousand dollars a minute and a 
Marine band play ing all the time.” 
He was good but his knees failed him. 
Before he went on Hub walked back 
among the daisies 
along 
Hodge’s 
branch and there rehearsed some of 
the finest lines imaginable. 
He had 
a store of humor that would conv ulse 
that great audience if only he could 
get his cy linder in working order; 
but when he marched brav ely upon 
the platform and fully three thousand 
people greeted him with the Chautau­ 
qua salute, that sea of white flags 
flaunting in his face were as weather 
signals for snow for they caused a 
chill to come ov er the to-be speaker, 
shaking his frame and freezing the 
words in his mouth. 
He intended to

For that end he took a 
mouthful of milk when he first step­ 
ped on the platform and intended to 
turn a flip-flop, roll ov er twice and 
after squirting the milk out between 
his teeth, with a grin on his face, he 
meant to loudly bellow forth: “ I just 
fell off a milk weed.” 
But the milk curdled in his mouth 
when the big crowd frantically wav ed 
the milk white flag salute andv a clab­ 
ber 
cheese 
composition 
collected 
about his throbbing heart. 
This was 
tragic. 
After he had done the turn 
in the presence of his two-y ear-old 
hopeful at home ev ery morning for 
a week and got a big 
laugh ev ery 
time, to hav e it break bad at the psy ­ 
chological moment. 
Hubbard is not an amateur by any 
means as he used to do a black face 
turn on the old Wizard Oil Circuit 
when he was a kid. And Sam Bly the, 
of the Saturday Ev ening 
Post, re­ 
cently wrote a squib about Hubbard, 
say ing the first time he remembered 
him was when he was play ing slip- 
horn with a repertoire show band at

Unio n There is Strength,” was nev er 
mo re tru e than in this instance. The 
ho u se div ided against itself canno t 
stand is tau ght in the bible and so 
it is with a city . 
In o rder to hav e 


j a bo o m ev ery o ne sho u ld pu ll to gether 
to arriv e at the desired resu lts. This 
is the fo u ndatio n o f the gro wth o f all

o f the ex cellent railro ad facilities o f­ 
fered here to gether with her nu mer­ 
o u s natu ral adv antages and no t fo r 
the su m o f mo ney o ffered as a bo nu s. 
Whenev er the right man is secu red 
who can lo cate facto ries that will be 
o f v alu e to the city , then Ru shv ille’s 
bo o m is assu red. 
The bo o ming o f Ru shv ille o r any 
o ther city fo r that m atter rests large­ 
ly o n getting o ne o r mo re go o d fac­ 
to ries. Whenev er it is made a manu ­ 
factu ring city to a certain ex tent and 
bu siness is made better, then o ther 
impro v ements will co me. 
It is a re­ 
co gnized fact that Ru shv ille needs a 
pu blic library , brick streets, an o pera 
ho u se and a city bu ilding, bu t these 
will all co me whenev er bu siness is 
rev iv ed and the po pu latio n is in­ 
creased.

Expedition 
Is 
Last

Intrepid 
Explorer Will Ever Make For North 
Pole, Believes Dr. Cook and Harry 
Whitney Will Be Waiting at Etah. 


That the schooner Joanie. which re­ 
cently sailed from St. John’s, N. F., 
with fifty tons of coal and other sup­ 
plies for the relief of Robert E. Peary, 
will be the last relief ship ever to 
venture in the northern seas for that 
explorer is the belief of Captain Sam­ 
uel 
VY. 
Bartlett, the Jennie’s com­ 
mander and dean of all the navigators 
who have explored the polar seas, and 
others who know the plans of Mr. 
Peary. 
He practically admitted when 
he said goodby to Captain Bartlett at 
Etah almost a year ago that if he did 
not find the north pole on this trip it 
would be a task for a younger man to 
take up, with possibly new methods. 
“ Mr. Teary is getting along in years, 
and it is doubtful if he would w’ant to 
take charge of another expedition.” 
declared C aptain B artlett.

— Complaints 
received by the Indiana state board 
of health from m erchants who are 
made dupes of persons who pose as 
Inspectors from the food and drug de­ 
partm ent has prompted H. E. Barnard, 
chief of the department, to issue a 
warning to food dealers and manufac­ 
turers to demand the credentials of 
all persons not known to them who 
represent themselves to be inspectors. 
It has been the practice of impos­ 
tors to look over food and drug estab­ 
lishments, 
condemn 
certain 
things, 
then effect an agreem ent with the 
dealer or m anufacturer, wherever pos­ 
sible, to keep the m atter out of the 
newspapers for a money consideration. 
Reports have reached the office to the 
effect that a number of the impostors 
have told their dupes that the clerk 
of the board has a list of prices for 
certain infringem ents of the law on 
which all cases may be settled with­ 
out publicity. 
“The intelligent dealer or manufac­ 
turer,’’ said Mr. Barnard, “ought not 
to be caught by these impostors, but 
many, we find, are duped and pay the 
price demanded by the impostors. We 
have caught one of these impostors 
and have fined him heavily. 
“Our authorized inspectors all wear 
badges designating that they are au­ 
thorized inspectors, and in addition, 
carry credentials signed by Dr. J. N. 
Hurtjr, secretary of the state board of 
health, and sealed with the board s 
seal. 
Any person whose premise are 
about to be examined, or which have 
been examined without the inspector 
declaring his identity, has a right to 
and should demand to be shown the 
inspector’s 
credentials, 
unless 
he 
knows him personally and knows him 
to be an officer of the departm ent. 
“This departm ent collects no money 
from any person found guilty of vio­ 
lating the food and drug laws. W here 
a fine is assessed it is collected by the 
court. 
None of our men are author­ 
ized to collect one cent from any per­ 
son.”
